DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner acknowledges the receipt of applicants' arguments dated 03/08/2010. 
The statement of common ownership of Kapusniak (US 2005/01 571 47 and US 
2005/0158486) was persuasive with respect to the previous rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Applicant claims, 

An inkjet recording dement, comprising a support and at least one ink-receiving 
layer, characterized in that said ink-receiving layer comprises at least allophane-type 
amorphous, spherical or ring-shaped aluminosilicate particles, said aluminosilieate 
particles having been submitted to an acidic treatment. 

2. A search of the prior art showed that the closest art was Kapusniak (US 
2005/0157147 and US 2005/0158486) which is owned by applicant. Applicant has 
issued a statement of common ownership by a 103c exclusion to remove the 103a 
rejections. As a result, the 103a rejections set forth in the office action dated 01/06/2010 
are withdrawn. 

With respect to the 102e rejections, applicants' arguments in the after final 
amendment were persuasive. Applicant details a specific acid treatment of the 
allophone aluminosilicate particles in the specification on page 6 which does not appear 
to be anticipated by the prior art. 
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3. Claims 1-9 allowed.
